MENDELSSOHN THE JEWISH LUTHER, 


_ Sin,—The Rev. B. Berliner preaching last Saturday at the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue styled Moses Mendelssohn as “the Jewish Luther,” In my 
Opinion there is not the least similarity between Martin Luther and Moses 
\ endelssohn. Luther reformed the whole Catholic Church whereas Mendelssohn 
was, In practice, a strict orthodox Jew. Luther translated the Bible into 
German in order that his people should understand the Bible, and Mendelssohn 
did it more perhaps in order that his people should avail themselves of the 
(rerman language.

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The Temple Candlestick and the 
Arch Titus. 


With the advent of Chanucah our thoughts tura to the Golden Candlestick 
in the Second Temple which the Hasmonmans rekindled at the dedicatory feast 
which celebrated their victory over the forces of Antiochus. The kindling of 
the lamp was necessarily one of the first acts that followed the re-opening of the 
Temple. It must have played a leading part in the restoration of divine 
worship. ‘The dedicatory ceremonial lasted eight days. Hence the kindling of 
lamps for eight nights, by which at this season of the year we call to mind the 
services rendered to Judaism by the brave Hasmonwans. 

What was this candlestick like whose kindling has caused Chanucah to be 
known as the Feast of Lights’ Could our eyes look upon it to-day—1,“¥) years 
kilice the Temple in which it stood was given. over to destruction—with what 
feelings would it thrill us, what sacred memories would the sight recall! It may 
be that we are looking upon an actual representation of it in the above picture, 
a photograph of the original marble frieze in the interiorof the Arch of Titus 
at Rome. This celebrated monument, standing at the foot of the Palatine. 
commemorates the triumphal entry into Rome of Vespasian and Titus after 
their conquest of the Jewish State and the destruction of Jerusalem. It was 
dedicated to the memory of “the Delight of Human-Kind ” by his successor. 
Domitian, eleven years after the Temple of Herod became a prey to the 
flames, 

In the course of eighteen centuries the bas-rehefs on Titus’s Arch have 
naturally become much defaced. Still they are in a sufficient state of preserva. 
tion to enable us to recognise all their principal features. Koman soldiers are 
carrying in triumph the spoils which Titus took from the Temple. The golden 
candlestick is particularly prominent as it is reared aloft on the shoulders of bis 
victorious legionaries. Further on in front, the golden table and silver trumpets 
are being similarly carried. ‘The candlestick and the table are each preceded by 
a standard-bearer (vexillarius) who carries the standard (vexillum) belonging to 
his particular legion or cohort. Do any Jewish captives take part in this 
procession’. The majority of the figures are unquestionably Roman soldiers, 
But it may be that the two figures nearest the right-hand corner area couple 
selected from the thousands of prisoners whom Titus brought with him to Rome 
to grace his triumph. Their type of countenance and abject demeanour seem to 
contrast strikingly with those of the Roman soldiers. 

The table depicted is, of course, the gold-plated table for the shew-bread 
(O°3BR 7A Numbers iv., 7) described in Exodus xxyv., 23-30); and the vessel on 
the top, to the left hand, is one of the bowls or cups (pater libatori«) employed 
in the drink-offerings. Attached to this table are two. straight trumpets 

(MTSISN) which were used in the Temple for celebrating the sacrifices on 
festivals and new moons. Josephus describes this kind of trumpetas follows :— 
“In length it was little less than a cubit. It was composed of a narrow tube 
somewhat thicker than a flute, but with so much breadth as was sufficient for 
admission of the breath of a man’s mouth ; it ended in the form of a bell. like 
common trumpets” (3 Antiquities 6). 

But it is the candlestick that chiefly concerns us on this occasion. Can we 


be sure that we have here an actual representation of the golden candlestic! 
which stood on the south side of the Holy Place, oppesite the tab’ 
of shew-bread, and which was lighted by priestly hands every evening 
Josephus, who, being bimself a priest, and of Hasmorman descent, must hav 
had many. opporiunities of seeing and studying that object, declares (¢ Wars 
v. >») that the candlestick carried in Titus’ triumph was not quite the same as 
that used in the Temple. These are his words: “ The candlestick also, that wa: 
made of gold, though its construction was now changed from that which we 
made use of: for its middle shaft was fixed upon a basis, and the smal! 
branches were produced out of it to a vreat length, having the likeness 
of a trident in their and had every one a_ socket 
of brass for a lamp at the tops of them.’ It would 
the lamp as shown in the bas-relief pictured above does not quite agree with th 
description set forth in Exodus xxy., 31-30, where each branch is ornamented 
with three almond-shaped bowls, a knop, and a flower, besiles that the branch 
of the original candlestick were thinner than thev are represented on Titus » 
Arch.. But a more important objection still is the fact, not mentioned bj 
Josephus, that the pediment of this candlestick which is being carried 
triumph by Titus’s soldiers is ornamented with figures of eagles and marin:

CHANUCAH, NORWICH, 1254. 


BY MR. MYER DAVES. 


The advent of the Feast of Dedication isa suitable time for considering a 
Hebrew document bearing date, Chanucab, 1254. Apart from its historical 
value in bringing to light the existence of several Norwich coreligionists, it 
presents phases of social and r ligious manners, strongly in contrast with those 
that prevail at the present day. Conviction forces itself on our minds that the 
Rabbins held full ecclesiastical sway over their flocks. and that ultra-orthodoxy 

then as now—was found the surest means of handing down to posterity, intact 
the sanctified usages of our forefathers. 

The Jews of early England maintained their prestige by the aid of three 
vreat factors, wofully disregarded in the present days of so-called enlighten- 
ment: (1) The study of Hebrew was pursued with the utmost diligence, and 
prayers and Scripture were understood in their original tongue; (2) Pablic and 
private worship was universal; the synagogue was a teacher; (') Home-life 
kept pace with the synagogue: it strengthened the bonds of Judaism ; it did 


not consist in fitful and precarious attendance at a Sabbath or Sunday service, 
and nothing else for the reat of the week. 

The translation of the Hebrew document is based on the original printed 
in Shetaro h, page 7) The phrase “the aforesaid,’ repeated fifteen times, is 
omitted to avoid monotony. The notes must not be overlooked. 


TRANSLATION 


In the presence of us’, the undersigned. Samuei’, son of Rabbi J weph’ 
makes the nnqualified declaration that he is indebted to Rabbi Simuei, son of 
Rabbi Abraham. his sister's’ husband. in the sum of ten shillings, sterling’ coin.

lend him the ten shillings through the medium of a Goy’ at the rate of twopence 
per pound per week. That is to say, so long as he retains the money with R. 
Samuel's free will. Meanwhile all his chattelsare held liable for the repayment 
of the principal and accruing interest 3 

samuel in our presen: that he will seek neither occasion bor 
pretence with a view of non-payment to R. Samuel of the debt, both principal and 


interest, neither by Israelitish or Christian law Moreover, he holds himself 
responsible for the discharge of any expenses R. Samuel may incar in enforcing 
payment, giving him a lien on all his chattels. This, however, is not to release 
him from the original debt. both principal and interest. 

We have executed this deed, referring to Samuel and his brother-in-law, 
R. Samuel, in conformity with everything written and expressed above, using an

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The Anti-Jewish Excesses in Bohemia and 


Moravia.

FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


Vienxa. NOVEMBER ISTH, 


After lasting five days the debate in the Chamber of Deputies on the Anti- 
Jewish excesses has terminated. The fear I expressed in my last letter has 
been realised. No sooner had the members who wished for a Special Committee 
of Inquiry into the riots spoken than a proposal was made and carried that 
general speakers should be chosen instead of the large number of Deputies who 
had already given in their names. It thas happened that at the close of the 
apeech of Herr Verkauf, a Jewish Social Democrat, Herr Sileny, as opposing 
the Government's declaration, and Dr. Menger, Progressist, were selected to he 
the general speakers. Thus all the Jewish Deputies who entered their names 
have been deprived of the opportunity of defending their coreligionists and 
religion, and of disproving the calumnies launched against them. it was only by 
a species of backdoor arrangement that two of their number, Hofrath Kareis 
and Dr. Straucher. were enabled to intervene by giving explanations and 
corrections. 

In every other coustitutional State it may appear incredible that Jewish 
Members of Parliament should allow themselves to be subjected to such pressure. 
But no one is surprised in Austria, which has not unjustly been termed the land 
where the improbable happens. It should be borne in mind that in this Empire 
the elections are carried on in a very peculiar manner. Most of the Jewish 
members are elected for constituencies in Galicia. But the manner in which 
elections are held in Galicia is unfortunately known abroad to Austria's shame. 
In that portion of the Empire a clique of nobles, the so-called Schlachta, reigns 
supreme, and no means are deemed too despicable to ensure the return of their 
adherents. In these efforts the clique is supported by the Galician authorities, 
whose leaders belong to the same class. At the last elections in Galicia nine 
persons were killed, twenty-nine were seriously injured, thousands were 
arrested, and thousands were convicted after the elections. It is impossible to 
describe the terrorism which is exercised in order that only members of the 
aristocratic class should he elected. These people form in the Reichsrath the 
Polish Club, whose vote actually makes history in Austria. 

The Jews. more than the rest of the population of Galicia, are under the 
thraldom of the Schlachta. With few exceptions, the Jewish plutocracy stand 
on intimate relations with this body. A large proportion of the educated Jews 
being possessed of limited means are not sufficiently independent to withstand 

this combination. The middle class and the poor are, therefore, under the 
thumb both of their richer brethren and of the authorities who co-operate with 
the Schlachta. It is not surprising, therefore, that this clique limits the number 
of Jewish members of Parliament as much_as possible, and only allows those 
Jews who subordinate their own views to those of the aristocracy to be success- 
ful at the polls. Thus, the Jewish members of Parliament are always in the 
power of the Polish Club, and are unable to resist its pressure. A Jewish 
member, Byk. who, although he is a member of this club, was permitted 
to speak at the last moment, had to confine himself to some general 
observations on the misery prevailing among the Jews, not a word was to he 
found in his speech of the denunciations and the frightful persecutions to which 
the Jews have hye en ex posed without prote ction for centuries past, He spoke As 
though he were an indifferent spectator of what had gone on, and his speech, as 
also. the speeches of the two other Jewish Deputies, Kareis and Straucher, 
showed how the development of Jews in Galicia has degenerated. 

The Jewish debate thus vave rise toa mass of allegations of calumny and 
falsehood, without any adequate reply having been forthcoming from Jewish 
members. After the speakers, whom I enumerated in my last letter, came the 
Jewish Social Democrat, Dr. Verkauf. He devot ed his speech to complaining of 
the oppression of the Germans, but of the anti-Jewish excesses he had not a word 
to say. He passed over in silence all the lies uttered against the Jews. There 
may possibly be some truth in the rumour which is circulated in Vienna that the 


leaders of social democracy in Vienna, from fear that the masses should go 


over to anti-Semitism, have directly forbidden their representatives to speak 
a word on behalf of the Jews. (Otherwise it would be impossible to explain 
why Dr. Verkauf ignored the Jewish excesses. It was after his speech that 
Parliament decided on the selection of two general speakers. The first 
was the Czech Deputy, Sileny, and if we are to believe the statements which 
he made in his speech of four hours’ duration, it is the Government which. 
by annulling the language ordinances, is responsible for the excesses. In 
his opinion the Jews are the enemies of the Czech people, who were made 
the martyrs of their Polish convictions. Dr. Menger, a German Progressist. 
who spoke in favour of the Government, challenged Herr Sileny’s views, and 
declared that the Czechs were the guilty party. He demanded that a strict 
enquiry should be instituted into the alleged “ ritual murder "—in order that 
the truth might be brought to light. He also demanded that the penal code, 
which was instituted for the protection of all religious denominations, should 
be enforced on behalf of Jewish synagogues when they or the religious 
customs of the Jews were brought into ridicule. He also urged that the 
paragraphs of the Criminal Code which punished incitements to hatred and 
contempt of recognised religions, should be applied in the interests of the 
Jews. 

After this speech the debate was closed. The Jewish Deputies already 
named had to ask to be permitted to give explanations in order to be able to speak 
at all. Temperate and full of the warmest feelings for his people was the 
speech of Dr. Straucher, the Deputy for Czernowitz. In every sentence Dr. 
Stracher proved himself to be a National Jew. Sentence for sentence he 
refuted the speech of the anti-Semite Schneider, and pointed out that the 
authorities whom Schneider had cited, such as Ecker, Brimanus and 
Rohling, had been convicted in the Courts of Law of forgery and perjury 
When he described the history of the murder in Damascus, and the tortures 
which had been inflicted on the unjustly accused Jews, the narrative of the 
frightful martyrdom caused great excitement among the anti-Semites, He also 
refuted the fables of Xanten and Tiszla-Eszlar. Dr, Straucher ridiculed the 
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Talmudical knowledge of Schneider, who, although he does not know 4 . 
Hebrew letter, had quoted in Parliament an extract from the Tractate Kk. h 
in the original language. Dr. Lueger attempted to interpose on be! 

his fellow anti-Semite, and Dr. Straucher then pointedly asked Dr. | .

As Lueger did not answer at once, Dr. Straucher declared the immy of 
members of Parliament was abused in a scandalous manner in order to 
the people against the Jews by means of false declarations.

Last summer thirteen thousand people visited the Island of Borkum in the 
North Sea, and amongst them not one single Jew! Borkum is one of the 
Frisian Islands to the North of Germany, East of Holland, and a little South of 
Heligoland. It is famous as a German watering place ; some eight miles long 
and five wide it is not very large, and possesses only one small village or 
town; but during the months of August and September that village, which 
usually contains about twelve hundred inhabitants, trebles and quadruples its 
number by visitors to the “ sea-bath.” 

We arrived upon the scene during the last days of July. having crossed from 
Emden on the German coast, by steamer. A funny little train quickly bore us from 
the landing stage on the South of the island, to the small town, where an unexpected 
revelation awaited us. Going that evening to. the open-air concert—a nightly 
occurrence in these parts—we sat watching the beautiful sunset, the fiery orb of 
which did not disapp ar until after ten o'clock at night. Sipping our coffee. we 
enjoyed the music of one of those bands for which Germany is so famous—not 
the kind of German band we get in London, which plays abominably and 1 
chiefly composed of Irishmen’ Several charming pieces were performed, the 
audience smoked and drank beer, or those curious lig ue urs which are known a*« 
Wesblicher or Mannlicher Scchund Verily a curious tith—Womanly, or 
Manly Seal Lijaeur the drink these at KBorkum with casto.

We could fiad no origin for this, unless, as one official suggested, “ The neigh 
bouring island of Norderney had become such a fashionable Semitic resort tbat 
the natives objected—not on the ground of the religion of their visitors—but 
because they were too rich. They came and flu ig their gold about in such 3 way 
that they corrupted the peasantry and even the children. As an example one 
small boy having carried a handbag a hundred yards demanded a shilling, and 
was much ann yyed Wher he was yviveti twopence for his services ‘The Jews who 
come here always give me a shilling, he said, and grumbled long and lustily at 
the small irnw/ weld. The neighbouring island of Borkum was so fearful lest the 
same sort of thing should oceur, and that the social atmosphere of the sister 
island might also spread to their shores, that they invented this means of 
keeping out the Jews. 

Whether this story is true or not we cannot say ; it is one of the reports of 
the island. It must be remembered the folk of Borkum do not hurt their 
Jewish visitors, are not actually rude to them, enforce no laws against them— 
they merely make it so uncomfortable for the Israelites that it 1s practicalls 
impossible for them to find food and lodging upon the island. Jews are simply 
boycotted. A strong instance of the anti-Semitic feeling in Germany. 

The fact seems interesting, and perhaps some readers of this paper will be 
able to throw further light upon the subject, and tell us of any other place which 
is so strangely anti-Jewish. In the meantime it might be well for the 
Borkumites to lay to heart Cowpers lines—

Alien Immigration. 


A Committee was, last year, appointed by the Board to collect authoritative 
information regarding alien immigration into England, in order that it might be 
disseminated at the proper time for the purpose of removing any misapprehen- 
sion that might arise from the many misleading statements that are circulated 
on the subject. The Committee presented their report, which was the subject 
of a brief discussion. An abstract of the report appears below. 

Sie Samcet Monract urged that a copy of the report should be sent to 
every member of Parliament before February next, when Parliament would 
re-assemble. Although he did not believe that there would be any legislation to 
restrict immigration, yet he bad no doubt that the matter would be considered 
during the next Session. 

Mr. J. Prac pointed out that. although the report contained valuable 
statistical information, yet there were important industrial and economical con- 
siderations in the question of alien immigration which should be touched upon 
equally fully in the report. 

It was decided to add to the report such other information as the Com: 
mittee might be able to gather bearing upon the industrial and economic aspect 
of alien immigration and that the report should be circulated before next 
February. 


The Cattle-Ship Outrage. 


The Sonicrror and Secrerary (Mr. Charles H. L. Emanuel) said that as 
a result of the statements that had appeared in the Jewrsit CikontcLe which 
led to the conclusion that a poor Galician Jew had been done to death ona 
cattle ship, belonging to the Atlantic Transport Line, the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee of the Board was summoned for the purpose of inquiring into the 
matter. Considerable evidence was collected, but the detective who had the 
case in hand gave it as his opinion that the evidence was insufficient to lead the 
Treasury to prosecute. At the inquest, which was held at Sheerness, it transpired 
that the ‘ad had been buried some weeks before and had not been identified. 
In the absence of evidence of identification the only evidence that was admissible 
was in respect to the manacles that had been removed from the hands of the 


deceased. They were recognised as being the manacles used on all — of the 
Atlantic bey a Co. The jury returned an open. verdict. The Law and 
Parliamentary Committee considered the enquiry inadequate and instructed him 


to apply to the Board of Trade begging them to interest themselves in the 
matter. Itseemed, however, that the powers of the Board of 1 rade were smal! 
and they could only order an enquiry under certain conditions which did not occur 
in the case 10 question. He had also approas hed the Austrian Consul in the 
,matter, as the deceased was an Austrian sulject, and the Consul had written to 
the Board of Trade demanding an enquiry. :

Some Points on Alien Immigration. 


In the Report of the Alien [Immigration Committee, considered at the 
meeting 6f the Board of Deputies reported above, the Committee mention that 
a careful comparison of the figures shown in the Returns for the years 1S07— 
1kvS indicate that in ISVS the net result of the passenger movement into and 
out of the United Kingdom was as follows —-There was a net outward flow of 
61,000 natives, and a net inward flow of 1(**) foreigners. There was, therefore, 
in ISVS, an excess of 361") persons leaving the United Kingdom. Out of the 
15,000 foreigners who were stated to bave entered the United Kingdom in 18s, 
12.300 were foreign sailors who came over to join their ships. Deducting these 
12.300 men from the total 15,4") foreigners, we find that the net result of the 
Immigration and Emigration for 18/8 was to increase the foreiga population by 
2.700 persons, The comparative resuit is that, while the result of the figures of 
1807 was to increase the foreign population of the United Kingdom by 1.7/0). 
those of 1809S increased it by 2,7). It is not suggested in the Board of Trade 
Report that this increase In any way increased the number of alien paupers in 
the country; in fact, the Consular and Poor Law Reports and those 
of the Jewish relieving bodies seem to point to the contrary. 
Aualysing the figures which led to the above result, it is found as follows :-—

AUSTRALIA.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


In accordance with custom a deputation of the Jewish community at 
Pressburg attended at the Palace in Vienna on Saturday week to present to the 
Emperor the annual gift of Michaelmas geese from that congregation. The gift 
has its origin in the satisfaction felt by a former Emperor, when visiting Press. 
burg, with the quality of a goose prepared for his table by a Jewish 
inhabitant. 


CANADA, 


The annual meeting of the Young Men’s Hebrew Benevolunt Association 
Montreal, was held on the 30th ult, Mr. D. A. Ansell, the President being in the 
chair.

GERMANY, 


The extensicn of the Klementinen Hospital for Girls at Frankfort. which 
was founded by the late Baroness Karl Von Rothschild in memory of her 
daughter, was opened on the 15th inst. Sanitatsrath Dr. de Bary, in his address, 
remarked that the day of the opening of the extension was also the 
anniversary of the opening of the original establishment The Grand 
Duchess of Baden, patroness of the institution, regretted her inability to 
be present at the ceremony, and the daughters (one of whom is Lady Rothschild) 
of the deceased founder of the building sent their congratulati ns. is they were 
not able to attend. So far,2313 girls have been treated in the hospital, of 
whom more than two-thirds lived in Frankfort. and the remainder ‘in the 
surrounding districts. It was originally intended only to admit girls between 
the ages of five and fifteen, but since I> the hospital has received little 
patients from the age of two years and upwards, as §O many girls of that 
tel der aye needed admittance to the mstitution, The eXtension Wes very neces 
sary, as for some years past the applications have been greatly in excess of the 
accommodation, and many refusals are therefore compulsory, whilst the building 
did not in all regards fulfil certain necessary requirements The sale of some 
land belonging to the Huspital provided the funds for the new building which 
was commenced in June, 1/8. under the direction of the architect. Herr F. 
Sander, and was completed in Uctober of this year. The Mayoress Lanter 
(‘arlsruhe, greeted them in the name of the Grand Duchess of Baden. and of 
the " Baden Frauvenverein,’ whose sisters officiate in the Hospital. Baroness 
James de Rothschild has given a marble bust of her mother. the foundress. for 
the vestibule, beneath which is an appropriate inscription. 

‘in the occasion of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the prodaction of th: 
review, ‘Deutsche Rundschau,’ the title of Professor was conferred on Dr. 
Julius Rodenberg. 

The police at Elberfeld have instituted proceedings against the printers of 
a placard inviting the public to an anti-Semitic meeting, and against its convener 
The placard announced that a member of Parliament would speak on Heinrich 
von Treitschke’s declamation : “ The Jews are Our Misfortane.’

It.was a very difficult task to fiad suitable 
Rabbiners, but at the meeting of the Repraesentanten held on Sunday, two 
were elected, viz, Dr. Blumenthal, of Danzig, as a Liberal, and Dr. Eschweiler. 
of Bruchsal, as an Orthodox Rabbiner.

ee» Taking advantage of Mr. M. Aflalo'« recovery from his illness, I questioned 
him with reference to his efforts with the Grand Vizier on behalf of our 
coreligionista in this country. The Grand Vizier had specially invited Mr. Aflalo 
to come to Morocco to conten with him on political affairs, and he, the Vizier. 
resented the introduction of any private matters in their several interviews. As 
Mr. Atlalo had been requested by Mr. Daparc, Secretary of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, to endeavour to obtain the release of the Jewish youth Bensani— 
the luckless prisoner in the Mogador jail—whom the local authorities had been 
trying to force compulsorily into the Mahommedan religion. he ventured to 
bring the matter before the Vizier as a public one, pointing out to His Excellency 
that the Jewish communities in England, headed by the great house of Roth- 
schild, were most influential and held a very prominent position there. They 
would view with regret any compulsion used to coerce the young man to 
abandon his faith, whilst, on the other hand, they would be extremely gratified 
if His Excellency ordered the release of the prisoner, allowing him freedom of 
choice as to the religion he was to follow Me Aftialo reminded the Vizier, in 
conclusion that the unfortunate youth's voluntary stay in prison fpr many 
months—months of misery—fully proved that he wished to remain faithful to 
the religion of his fathers. 

Things move more slowly in Morocco than they do elsewhere, but Mr. 
Atialo is contident that, in due course, his efforts will be crowned with success. 
[t is interesting to note that Mr. Aflalo comes back from Morocco City with the 
firm conviction that the Grand Vizier Ben Hamed is the only man that is able 
to hold in check the turbulent tribes in Morocco, and to ensure the continuance 
of the present satisfactory state of tranquillity reigning in the Empire. This 
Is a conviction which is shared by most of us here. But another conviction has 
conveyed itself to me as a result of my chats with Mr. Afflalo. It is that. in 
him, the Moorish Government have a zealous and capable representative whose 
veal and ability they cannot too highly value. ;

Portion Wanted by the Great Eastern Railway. 


In the usual statutory notices issued by the Great Eastern Railway in con- 
nection with the Bills they are promoting in the next session of Parliament, 
they give notice that they seek powers to acquire for the age se of the enlarge- 
ment of their line a portion of the Brady Street Jewish Cemetery, now the 
property of the United Synagogue. The railway line, used as a goods siding, 
ke the western side of the ground for nearly its whole length. The 
burial ground was formerly the property of the Great and New Synagogues. 
It was opened in 1797 and closed in 1*>5. It is a matter of interest that some 
few years ago the Metropolitan Gardens Association approached the Council of 
the United Synagogue with the view of securing that this disused cemeter 
should be laid out as a public garden but the request was not entertained. If, 
however, the land had been so applied, the railway company would have. beeu

To -Jews he is donbly 
welcome as the son of that wise and ever-honoured sov ereijzn—l rederick the 
‘Noble—whose broad-mindedness and humanity were evinced in his 
unwavering friendship to the people of onr race. If anything, indeed, were 
capable of j increasing the heartiness of the Jewish welcome it would be the 


The 
present Emperor has never lent his high countenance to the hatefal campaign of 
slander known as the anti-Semitic movement. Far from that, he has 
exhibited a deep interest in the doings and aspirations of the Jewish people, 
an interest which has, indeed, been exhibited in nothing more strikingly than 
in his reception of lr. Herzl, the leader of the Zionist movement. It is 
not at all surprising, therefore, to find that under his beneficent sway anti- 
Semitism in Germany is becoming a declining force. St. :kerism seems los'ng 
its vogue, and while a neighbouring capital has disgusted the world with the 
spectacie of an anti Semitic manicipality sowing hate and disaster broadcast in a 
great city, Berlin has turned upon the Jew-baiters and driven them 
ignominiously from power.

There is something specially opportune abont our 
Chanucah. celebration of Chanucah this year, coming as it does at 
a time when al! our martia! sympathies are stirred by 
the great war in which England is engaged across the seas. The leading 
note of most Jewish festivals is peace. Chanucah alone recalls memories ol 
victories gained in the battle-tield by Jewish generals whose deeds 
of valour have secured them an endaring nam? among the world’s 
most brilliant military leadere. Bat the battles fought and won 
by Judas Maccabeis have an importance all their own which lifts 
them far above th. e whose inspiring motive has been iove of power 
and corquest. They are hardly. even, to be clarsed in the same category 
with wars undertaken in defence of home and country. The Maccabwan 
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wars incladed these objects, of course, but they aimed also at something 
dearer than either. Judas and his followers fought for religion and 
all that its maintenance implied ; far more, therefore, than was at stake even 
when their descendants opposed themselves to the legions of Vespasian and 
Titas. The Romans conquered the Jewish State, but they left the Jewish 
religion unhurt. Nay more, the religion of the vanquished foe was destined 
before many centuries had elapsed to assert its supremacy over the Romans 
themselves. The Scroll of the Law which the Roman Emperor is said to 
have carried in triumph throngh the streets of Rome avenged 
itself by converting many a member of the royal house to the 
traths which it enshrined. But if Antiochas could have worked 
his will opon his Jewish sabjects he would have destroyed their faith 
in the one God, and all the time-honoured observances consecrated to His 
worship, substituting for them the unspeakable impurities of pagan (ireece. The 
light which Israel has given to the world would have been qaenched for 
ever; men would have continued to grope to the present day in the darkness 
of heathenism, Even (Christianity could never have arisen, for that religion 
arose ont of Judaism some 10 years later. Therefore, if ever there was 
a ‘decisive battle of the world,” it was that in which Jadas finally vanquished 
the Syrian hosts. His great achievements are all the more remarkable when 
it is remembered that not only had he to contend sgainst the trained 
legions of the enemy, but he was also opposed by an inflaential section of his 
own people. If the Jews of his day had been anited in withstanding the 
encroachments of Antiochus, Judas’s task would have been relatively easy, 
But he had what we should nowadays call “the classes against him. That 
he should have been victorious over both foes proves him to have been a man 
of consummate greatness. 


The revival of Chanocah in recent times is one of the 
The most satisfactory featares of our communal life. The 
‘*Revival ’’ of way in which the public observance of Channcah has 
Chanucah. “caught on” with the present generation is truly 
remarkable. It is a modern innovation, but one 
which is a distinct improvement upon the apathy of former times. In 
two separate directions the Feast of Lights has been happily utilised 
for the promotion of Jewish ideals. Tie special children’s services. which are 
now a regular feature of its celebration, are fruitful in good results. There is 
much in (hanacah, besides the pictures«jae ceremonial of kindling the lights, 
which is calculated to appeal to the youthful heart. Some of the principal 
actors in the Maccabwan struggle were youthfal characters—the five | rave 
sons of Mattathias and the seve sons of the martyred Hannah. And the 
whole story is one of courageous resistance to wrong, the sioral.of which is 
readily assimilated |y young hearers. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
young people look forward to these services with real pleasure, and 
that their popularity grows from year to year. On the other hand, 
there is the Volunteer Service, which was so savcessfully initiated by the 
Rev. I. L. Cohen a few years ago that it has now come to form an essential 
featare of our Channcah celebrations, The appropriateness of such a service 
is too obvious to need much comment. Chanucah is the season of the year 
which reminds us of the daties we owe to our country by bringing before us 
the illastrious deeds of our warrior ancestors. At the same time it reminds 
the Jewish soldier of the duty he owes to his religion. Both aspects of Jewish 
duty are emphasized in a special service for Jewish volunteers. And the effect 
of such a celebration upon our fellow-citizens is also an advantage not to be 
lost sight of. The enthusiasm with which Jewish volunteers have hitherto 
rallied to Mr. Cohen's call is sure to be greater than ever this year, when the 
ideals that Chanucah commemorates are being translated into action by the 
British forces in South Africa, who are struggling in defence of human 
liberties, and of those principles of right for which the Maccabwans shed 
their blood. Several of those Jews serving in the regular army who have 
previously attended the Service cannot be present this year for the all-suflicient 
reason that they are now at the front in Sonth Africa. 


In another column wil! be found an interesting inter- 
view with a coreligionist, Eduard lernstein, the 
exponent of what we may call ** The New Socialism.” 
Herr Bernstein bas had a stormy and strenuous 
eareer, imbibing the principles of the Socialist creed almost at his mother’s 
breast, and adhering to them with a Jewish pertinacity, in fair weather 
and in foul, to this day. It is an extraordinary thing that the 
revolutionary creed should have found so many of its apostles—nay, in (ier- 
many, its very founders—among men of the Hebrew race. Marx and Lassalle 
in a generation that has gone; Bernstein, Singer, Wolfgang Heine, and 
ltosa Luxembourg in the Germany of our day, have been in the forefront of 
the battle with the bourgeoisie. These Jews have been the brain of Socialism. 
And, in a minor degree, what we have witnessed in (iermany is to be seea 
to-day in Austria, in whose Reichsrath more than one of the Socialist 
champions is of Jewish birth—-though we could wish they showed the same 
zeal in the vindication of their own race as they do in the defence of their 
revolationary principles. Is it not remarkable that the people who are tortured

With great pleasure we draw attention to the abstract of 
the report of the “ Sick Room Helps” Society published 
in another column. Charitable institutions are thick- 
sown amongst us and we are tolerably well-armed 
against the inroads of poverty and disease ; bat with 
the insight that is often given to women alone, Mrs. Model and her colleagues 
have discovered a gap in our defensive armour. We set up hospitals 
which admit and tend the sick poor: but what of the humble homes from 
which the maternal care is withdrawn’? We help the paterfamilias to win 
the family bread, bat what of his faithful helpmeet left at home, during his 
daily strugg’e, on a bed of sickness ’ Who, again, shall teach the foreign 
poor the first lessons of hygiene, and who shall teach their nurses the ele- 
ments of their art, of which they betray such lamentable ignorance ’ It is to 
supply all these defects that the ‘“ Sick-Room Helps” Society has been 
called into existence; training “helps” and nurses, tending women in 
child-birth, visiting the sick, and keeping the home of the poor firm in 
its foundations against the gusts of adversity which threaten it from 
without. It is a beiutifal women’s mission to women roaming over a wide 
field in which women’s sympathy may find ample s-ope and a bountifal 
harvest. Nor is it a movement governed by the emotionalism of 
the heart alone: for, hand-in-hand with the sympathy which gave 
it birth, bas gone the controlling wisdom and sound 
which we have grown accustomed to with the 
the ab'e women among us. To correct a possible pauperising 
tendency, the Society has founded a Provident Lranch, under which 
the poor are enabled to contribute their weekly ; ence to their own canse 
and are thus wisely assisted to help themselves. onomise machinery, 
again, and promote swiftness and effectiveness in giving succour, the Society 
works hand in band with the Board of Guardians. Both of these precautions, 
if we may call them so, are evidences of administrative wisdom which. cannot 
bat commend themselves to all the kindly disposed who are in search of a 
well-conducted charity. But though the administration is admirable and the 
work is pressing, funds are small and the workers are few. If the Society 
is to continue its mission, we must, in the words of a popular appeal : “ Pay, 
pay, pay! §$We must encourage Mrs. Model and her friends with the 
necessary pecuniary support, and supply her with voluntary collectors for the 
Provident Branch of her Society. There is hardly a society which does 
so much work for so little money, and those who give of their bounty will 
have the satisfaction of knowing that they are upholding a well-managed 
institution, and helping to lighten a little the load of uns;eakable distress 
which rests—almost unsuspected to the more happily circamstanced—on the 
shoulders of the sick East End poor.

Protessor Kaufmagon on Ibn Gebirol. 


To name the last long essay of David Kaufmann was not easy.. Though 


the work was left complete, neither preface nor indication of the intended title 
could be found 
descriptive heading, * 


among the author's papers, Hence the colourless but 
Studien iiber Salomon Ibn Gabirol.” was resorted to. 

The essay is a reversion to Professor Kaufmann’s first love, Jewish philo- 
sophy. Here he has shed new light on the sources and results of the “ Fount of 
Life.” the chief metaphysical work of Ibn Gebirol, whose meditations form so 
notable a part of the liturgy of the Sephardim. To understand Ibn Gebirol 
aright, it is necessary to read his “ Royal Crown” side by side with the “ Fount 
of Life” Professor Kaufmann does not dissociate the poet from the philo- 
sopher. He begins his essay with an abstruse investigation of the relations 
between Ibn Gebirol and Pseudo-Empedocles : he closes with a philosophical 
poem by the hero of his «ketch. This is so characteristic of Ibn Gebirol, and 
the rendering is so good a specimen of Professor Kaufmann’s powers in this 
direction, that I venture to reproduce the lines in German —

INTERVIEW WITH HERR EDUARD BERNSTEIN. 


Disraeli, Bamberger, Karl Marx, Lasker, Lassalle—these are the names of 
men who have been and are still bright constellations in the political sky of the 
world. Divergent as were their views, each of them was a power to the party 
to which he belonged—and they were Jews. No member of the Jewish faith has 
as yet followed in the footsteps of Disraeli, Bamberger and Lasker but Karl 
Marx and Ferdinand Lassalle,. of whom Grerman Socialists sing,’ Der Bahn, der 
kiihnen, folgen wir die uns gefiihrt Lassalle. are succeeded by Eduard 
Bernstein, the thinker—dreamer—of the Social Democratic party in Germany 

Eduard Bernstein saw the light in Berlin 4" years ago. His early life was 
very uneventful: he went through the usual educational routine of a German 
lad: first the elementary school and then the gymnasium. The parents of 
Bernstein, never in affluent circumstances, gave their son the best education 
they could afford, but it. was impossible for them to defray the cost of a 
university training, and thus after having passed his Fin) hrige Freiwillige 
Examination, Eduard Bernstein was placed in busine-s. Bernstein senior was 
an advanced Liberal and brought up his son in a democratic atmosphere. This 
training, coupled with the reading of Socialist literature, induced the subjeet 
of. this interview to throw io his lot with the Socialist movement 
which he definitely joined in 1X72. From 1872 to 1s. he was an av tive member 
of the party, but in no official capacity. In 1is:5 he went to Switzerland 
as editorial secretary of the “ Zukunft” afterwards the Social Science Year- 
hook.” which was subsequently suppressed by the Government. . His articles, 
always clear and incisive, made a deep impression upon the leaders of the party. 
and he was entrusted with the editorship of 
Der Sozial Democrat, which was published at 
the time in Zurich. The anti-Socialist Law baat 2 
of Bismarck kept Bernstein out of his native 
country; the paper moreover contained a 
number of articles constituting /:« 
that were he to return to Germany to-day his 
term of imprisonment might range from | 
to “) years. He was expelled from Switzer 
land in 188s, and since then he has been living 
in London, continuing to edit the Ser 
Democrat up till 1890, when the paper finalls 
ceased to appear. He retains his connection 
with the party as London correspondent of 
the official organ “ Vorwiirts,’ and by his 
contributions to “ Die Nene Zeit,” the partys 
weekly review. No longer worried by editorial 
cares, Herr Bernstein de veloped his literary

Lassalle Question 


Strange as it may appear, this momentous 
issue was reported very meagrely in the English 
press. In order to ascertain a clear statement I made it my business to sevk out 
Herr Bernstein. After rome difficulty, I traced him to Hither-(:reen, a pleasant 
south-eastern suburb, where amidst the quietude of his books he thinks and 
dreams of the day when, in the words of Sir Thomas Moore— 

A Prince of much renown and immortal fame 
Hath mad: an isle that erst no island was 
Fall fraught with worldly wealth with pleasure ani s).ace 

To a trim little maid, who opened the door, I made my errand known ani! 
a few minutes later, Herr Bernstein came down togreet me. Imagine a tall well 
\uilt man, with high forehead, and kind face encircled by a short greyish beard, 
and there you have Eduard Bernstein. After the usual greetings, he introduced 
me to his consort who is as great a Social Democrat as her husband and who 
moreover takes a deep interest in all that concerns the movement. 

We plunged immediately in mdias res, and in reply to a request to explain 
his present views of the Social Democratic Party, Herr Bernstein said [am 
fully aware of the fact that on several important points my views are not in 
avreement with the theories of Karl Marx and Frederick Engels, men whose 
writings have had the greatest influeace upon my Socialist opinions. This 
difference is not of recent date, but it is the product of an inner battle of many 
years’ duration. I am opposed to the conception that we are on the threshold 
of the immediate and complete downfall of bourgeois society and that the 
tactics of Social Democracy will be determined by such an impending great 
social catastrophe or rather be dependent upon it. The adherents of this 
catastrophe theory base their suppositions upon the predictions of the 
‘Communist Manifesto. This is erroneous from every point of view, The 
trend of social conditions has in some respects not been such as was prognostr 
cated in the ‘Communist Manifesto.’ It is but the biggest piece of folly to 
conceal this.” Having referred to the democratising of communal and political 
institutions, Herr Bernstein proceeded: “The more the political institutions 
of modern nations are democratised, the less become the necessity and oppor 
tunities of great political catastrophes, Those still clinging to the theories of 


catastrophes must combat and stem the tide of this development, as some 
consistent defenders of this theory have tried to do in the past. Can the attain- 
ment of political power by the proletariat be only brought about by a political 
catastrophe ' Does it mean that the proletariat is to be the sole utilisers and 
possessors of State power to the exclusion of the non-proletariat world! Those 
answering these questions in the affirmative should bear in mind two things. In 
Inv2 Marx and Engels declared in a preface to a new edition of the ‘Commanist 
Manifesto’ that the Paris Commune had demonstrated that ‘the working class 
cannot merely take possession of a ready State machinery and set it in motion 
only for their own purposes, and in 18 Friedrich Engels stated that 
the time bad gone by when small insignificant minorities, at the head of an uncon. 
scious mass, were able to cause political revolutions.’ The Social Democracy 
can thrive better by constitutional means than by revolations Social Demo-

SOME JEWISH APPRECIATIONS. 


Sermon by the Rev. G. J. Emanuel at Birmingham. 


The Rev. G. J. Ewanvet preaching at the Birmingham Synagogue on 
Sabbath delivered the following sermon : On Tuesday last there was celebrated 
the Tercentenary, the °¥)th birthday of a man who has occupied a large place in 
men's thoughts, about whom men have differed for centuries past and will 
differ for centuries yet to come. Three years after his déath, Cromwell's body 
was torn up from its grave at Westminster, hanged on Tyburn Tree, and then 
beheaded at the gallows’ foot. And now ‘#") years after his birth again at 
Westminster a colossal statue in bronze on a Portland stone pedestal is raised 
to his memory. These two very different proceedings mark and illustrate the 
different estimates of his character. Some see in him a criminal of the deepest 
dye, others, a patriot of the first rank: to use the epithet quoted by Lord 
Rosebery in St. James's Hall, but which in this house of worship 
I must deprive it of its strongest adjective; to some he was “a psalm. 
singing old hypocrite who cut off the 
head of his King.’ While Macaulay 
speaks of him as “the greatest 
prince that ever ruled England,’ and 
Gardiner says: “ What Shakespeare 
was in the world of thought, Cromwell 
was in the world of action, the wreatest, 
because most typical, Englishman of 
all time 

To us Jewish men and women who 
live in England, be « a_ figure of 
immense interest. It was he who 
permitted our people, expelled Irom 
this country in 12%), once more to 
settle here.

night im his honour, there were 
resent, the Chief Rabbi, Lord 
Rothe: hild, Sir Samuel Montagu 
and Mr. Cohen, who, as repre. 
sentatives of Anglo-Jewry, testified 
by their presence that Jewish people 
have good memories for benefits 
received, and retain gratitude for 


yenerations, even for centuries. OLIVER 
But Cromwell possesses an interest 

for us quite apart from his action ; (From the famous 

as deliverer and restorer. He 


claims our attention and study as 

a non-Jew whose character was largely 

moulded, and whose life was greatly shaped by the influence of Judaism. 
If you look for parallels to him, you must turn not to classical story 
nor to early English history, but to the pages of the Old Testament. 
His anti-types were Joshua, Gideon, Samuel. Elijah the Tishbite. These 
Hebrew warriors and prophets were the models he unconsciously placed before 
him, And this is not to be wondered at, for he studied our Bible as few Jews 
study it. No day of his life passed without considerable time being spent. in 
reading it, reading it with thought, attention, reverence and desire to be guided 
by it. He was the intellectual and spiritual child of the Old Testament. 
Friend and foe agree in this, and I am content that the Old Testament shall be 
judged by his life. 

It was a life not free from faults nor from mistakes, but yet a life marked 
by great virtues and noble acts and heroic devotion to duty. His treatment of 
the Irish people has been denounced as cruel—to this day his name is used by 
Irish mothers to frighten theirchildren with. But he esta!:lished order in a country 
whose curse it has always been to be torn by dissensions There are diseases 
which must be treated with the surgeon's knife, and he is not cruel. but wise 
and kind who, when necessary, cuts far and deep. The great charge against him 
is that he brought about the execution of Charles I. Regicide to some minds 
is only a less crimethan parricide. But there are degrees in regicide. Crom- 
well was no upstart rebel, killing his master to occupy his throne, he was a fear- 
less man, fighting for the liberties of his people, and led on by the exigencies of 
his position, against his will most probably, to the final act. Charles, like all the 
Stuarts, could not be made to understand that England and the English people 
were not his goods and chattels to be dealt with at his will and pleasure. He 
thought himself King by divine right, that his subjects wére his slaves, body, 
mind and soul. They had no rights, exceptthose which he allowed and which he 
could at will take away. Cromwell, fed and nourished on the Jewish Bible. 
revolted against the servile doctrine. Justice is the virtue prominent in Jewish 
ethics—not charity, not pity, not generosity, These are graces that should 
embellish the sterner virtue, but the foundation of all that is great, the one con- 
dition of peace and prosperity and happiness is—justice. The King in the

The Rev. Morris Joseph at Berkeley Street. 


Preaching from Psalm xv., 1-2, at the Upper Berkeley Street Synagogue, on 
Saturday, the Rev. Morris Joseri said that the celebration of Cromwell +

He 
coved righteousness, that chiefest of Old Testament ideals. He conscientiously 
tried to reproduce in his own life the picture of the godly man drawn in the 
text, by “ walking uprightly, and working righteousness, and speaking truth in 
his heart.’ Moses associated with himself, in the government of Israel, 
upright men—“ men of. truth, hating covetousness. “If,” said Cromwell to 
Parhament, “I were to choose the meanest officer for the army or the Common. 
«wealth. I would choose a godly man that hath principles.’ He was the friend 
¢ religious liberty, the cause for which the Jew had fought and suffered 
‘hrongh the ages. He was moreover personally religious ; his daily life was a 
ntinuous effort to attain, through prayer and action, to that nearness to God 
«hich for the Psalm‘sts was the supreme good, the one surpassing joy, and for 
‘he Rabbins the aim of a minute ceremonialism. A close parallel might be 
irawn between the Paritans, of whom Cromwell was the type, and the enthu- 
casts who shared with Judas Maccabeus the dangers and glories of his illustrious 
creer. Both were bands of stern warriors, forced into the fight by the stress of 
rréat principles, by the strongest sense of obligation to a sacred, a divine cause 
oth fought against tyranny, against religious persecution, against unrighteous- 
jess, against godlessness, The temper which animated them was the secret of 
ll the world’s greatest achievements, It made the largest contribution to the 
progress of mankind. It was the noble English temper, which championed 
freedom and simple religion and cleanness of life, and which would alone prove 
‘> be England's bulwark in all the perplexities and perils of the coming time. 


The Cromwell Salver. 


With reference to our remark last week that the history connecting Sir 
~imuel Montagu’s salver with Menasseh ben Israel was apocryphal we learn that 

work on the salver is undoubtedly of the Cromwellian period, and was so 

lled when it was exhibited at the South Kensington Museum It was hall- 
marked in 1700. when the handles were added, the maker being Ruslen. Conse- 
aently the salver itself was probably made in Holland, Enaglish-made plate 
being subject, under penalty, to hall-marking, The salver is inscribe 1 on the 
back that it helonged to Archibald Sth Earl and lat M irquis of Argyll, a 
supporter of Cromwell, and beheaded (at the. Restoration) on May 25th, 1661, 
The previous owner of the salver was Miss Sarah Campbell, a relation of the 
Argylis. She stated that it was known in the family as having been presented 
by Menasseh ben. Israel to Cromwell on behalf of the Jews, and she would 
only sell it to a member of the community from which it cane 
There is depicted on the salver the Lion emblem of Judah, with the inscrip- 
tion The Arms of the Tribe of Judah Given Them by the Lord.’ 
A seal bearing a similar device, belongs to the Sephardim Congregation of 
Amsterdam. It is impossible to believe that the history of the salver was 
nvented by the Argyll family, a prominent member of which has endeavoured 
more than once to purchase the salver in order to replace it among the family 
heirlooms

WORK OF RUSSO.JEWISH CLASSES. 


A CORRESPONDENT. 


The distribution of prizes which takes place at the Peuples Palace on 
Wednesday next possesses a strong Jewish interest. Hitherto it has been the 
custom for each school to have its own distribution in a quiet semi-private 
way, and sufficient advantage was not taken of these occasions to further the 
interests of education generally. The distribution at the People’s Palace mark« 
a new departure, and is intended to form a striking public educational demon 
stration, the forerunner of many others, the object of which i« to arouse the 
public interest in the splendid work of the Evening Continuation Classes. 
Twenty-three departments (male and female) of the Weatern Division of the 
Tower Hamlets and two City schools will participate, and no effort will be 
spared to make a lasting impression on the minds of those who attend. 

We, however, are chiefly concerned with the work that is being done among 
our own coreligionists) Ten out of the twenty-five departments are attended 
mainly by Jewish pupils, and, besides this, they are centres of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee's activity (lar readers have already been made acquainted with 
the history and work of these classes, but a brief recapitulation will not be out 
of place at this junctore 

These Classes were founded about eight yeara ago by the London School 
Board, acting in conjanction with the Russo.Jewish Committee, mainly for the 
purpose of giving instruction in English to Russian refugees. There were some 
difficulties of organisation at first. but whenever the needs of a achool were anch 
as to demand an extra staff of teachers in excess of the number allowed by the 
Board's regulations, the Committee provided for them oat of their own fands. 
The Committee also paid the fees, which, however, are now abolished 

After a year or two of uncertainty the persistent efforts of the Committee 
triumphed in a striking manner. The number of pupils increased toa remark- 
able extent, and no lIittle credit is dne to Mr. H. R. Levinsohn, the Hon 
Secretary of the Classes Committee. He has worked heart and soul in the cause. 
and while other workers have fallen out of the ranks after the first barat of 
enthusiasm died out, he has remained steadfast tothis day. He has been elected 
a Manager of the Whitechapel Group of School+, and he still exercises hix 
influence upon classes which have passed completely out of the control of the 
Russo-Jewish Committee,

It Is well that they are beginuing the process of waking 
them up in the East End ; for nowhere 1s the need greater for special activity. 
We Jews certainly cannot remain indifferent to educational movements in the 
Kast End, and it is a satisfaction to kiow in what good hands the welfare of the 
diatrict rests.

FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 


A long-standing complaint of Russian Jews has been that the lists according 
to which Jewish recruits are enlisted, require bringing up-to-date, the 
responsible officials never troubling about removing the names of those who 
have died. The Government has now ordered these officials to erase the names 


of dead persons, and to accept the proofs of the relatives in cases where they 
have omitted to do so. 


The Jewish community of Novosivkoff. Government of Tchernigoff, bas 
lost a good friend by the death of Prince Nicholas Dmitrievitch Dolgorukow, 
who was asupporter of all Jewish charities, and at his own expense educated 
bundreds of poor Jewish children. In memory of the deceased the local 
Zionists have had trees planted in the “ Gan Samuel” in Palestine. 


From Tichanitz (Mohileff) the death is announced of a Jew who was born 
in 178, and was thus I1') yeara old. The deceased was the first Jewish 
recruiting officer onder Nicholas J., holding that office for 47 years. He was also 
entrusted with drawing up the code of laws in connection with the kidnapping 
of Jewish children. 


The Jews of Timen (Tobolsk, Siberia) applied to the Governor for per- 
miseion to build a synagogue and Beth Hamedrash, but the officials refused to 
comply with the requeat on the ground that Jews had no right in Russia. The 
Senate bas now ordered the Governor to withdraw his prohibition, and has also 
reprimanded him,

ANNUAL CELEBRATION SERVICE, 
Sermon by the Rev. S. Singer. 


The Lord Mayor of Liverpool (Mr. Louis 8. Cohen) and the Lady Mayoress 
paid a state visit to the synagogue in Princes Road, on Sunday afternoon, where 
a special choral service was held in aid of the Liverpool Hebrew Philanthropic 
Society. The synagogue was crowded long before the service began. The 
t.ord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, on arrival, were received by the President of 
the society (Mr. Julius Jacobs), the Hon. Treasurer (Mr. D. Gabrie!sen), the 
Hon. Secretary (Mr. Herbert J. Davies), and the Wardens of the synagogue, 
Messrs. L. Solomon, D. Gabrielsen, Eliot Levy and Ellis K. Yates. The Lady 
Mayoress and party were escorted to their seats in the gallery by Mesdames 
Julius Jacobs, D. Gabrielsen and H. J. Davies (wives of the executive officers 
of the Philanthropic Society), accompanied by Mrs. 8. Singer (of London). The 
Liverpool company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade—a smart set of lads—accom. 
panied by the bugle band, in command of Captain E. K. Yates, formed a guard 
of honour. The Lord Mayor, members of the City Council, and prominent 
Jewish gentlemen formed in procession in the ante-room, and walked round to 
the main entrance to the synagogue, preceded by Mr. C. 0. Bremner. Sergeant- 
at-Mace: Chief-Inspector Strettell, and the regalia. The Lord Mayor was 
supported on the right hand by Mr. Julius Jacobs, and on the left by Mr. D. 
Gabrielsen, and he was also accompanied by the Town Clerk (Mr. FE. R. 
Pickmere), attired in his official wig and gown, and Mr, P, Corkhill, the Lord 
Mayor's Secretary.

The service was conducted by the Revs. S. Friedeberg, H. Burman, and 
J.S. Harris (Prince's Road Synagogue), and the other ministers present wer: 
the Rev. A. Rutkowski (Hope Place), the Rev. Mr. Lipkin (Fountains Road 
and the Rev. Mr. Mecht (Crown Street). The choir, consisting of male voice 
sang very effectively. A portion of the music rendered was composed by the 
late choirmaster, Professor Sayui, and the present choirmaster, the Rev. H, 

Surman. The solos were sung by Messrs. W. J. Lyons, George Somers, A. 5. 
Burman and H., Fraser. 


The Rev. S. Sixi.e Rx preached an appropriate sermon from the First Book 
of Chronicles, xxix. chapter, verses 12,15 and 14. In the course of an interesting 
address concerning the progress of the Hebrew community in Liverpool, he said 
that the community never at any stage of its career lacked in life and vigour 
If the founder of the congregation more than a century ago and the orivinal 
promoters of the oldest existing Jewish charitable institution in Liverpool (the 
Hebrew Philanthropic Society) could revisit the scenes of their pious and 
beneficent labours how they would stand amazed. Of the extraordinary 
development, social, civil, and political of their successors not the 
most sanguine of them could have had any prevision. The story of the 
Jewish progress in this country had been often told, but there were two 
points he would liketoemphasise. The first was that in the work of removing 
the disabilities from those who happened not to be of the dominant religion 
Liverpool had taken the foremost part. It was a fact that Jews enjoyed civil 
rights in that city before they claimed them in the Metropolis. It was a fact 
also that Liverpool aided most powerfully in forming and directing that publi 
opinion that ultimately led to the full civil and political emancipation cf the 
Jews of the United Kingdom. As long ago as 1850 not only were the Jews of 
Liverpool themselves active in striving to obtain their rights, but their demands 
were backed up by their fellow-citizens and by the distinguished l’arliamentary 

epresentative of Liverpool at that time, William Huskisson, early in the year 
a which he met his mournful death at the opening of the Liverpool and Man 
chester Railway. He presented & petition in favour of Jewish emancipation, 
signed by 2.000 of his constituents, including many clergymen of the bstablished 
Cnurch, andit was signed by every bankerandevery merchaut of repute and 
uence in the constituency. That Liverpool had been faithful to her 
principles of equal rights and equal opportunities of honourable distinction for 
il good and loyal citizens they themselves furnished the best proofs, In 
iding to his other point, the preacher said that the lot of the Jews tn England 
ul been in one respect a unique experience in Luropean countries, Other 
itions had had their generous impulses; some had even glowed for a whil 
with the consuming passion for liberty and justice for men of all creeds, but 
hose emotions had been transient, and had burnt themselves out, The nations 
id their reactionary fits, and took away with one hand what they gave with the 
ther. It was not so in this land, England might be slow to deviate trom her 
ustomed course. She might take her time before she could see her way clear 
a new departure, but when once she recognised where right lies and set forth 
‘pon right she never retraced her steps. For the Jews there was no fear of 
“ing. unless it were through their own fault, which God forbid, what the 
berate and matured condition of their rulersand fellow-citizens had solemnly 
roclaimed to be their due. Proceeding, the preacher remarked that there were 
vo great aims of all religions, the service of God and the service of man, With 
‘egard to the latter, he instanced the work of the Society whose claims he 
sired to press upon the congregation. As Jews and citizens they had a double 
iim upon them, for while they bore their share of the general burdens they 
‘ould not add to the burdens of others by imposing upon them the charge of 
veir Jewish poor. It was the pursuit of that laudable object that justified the 
cistence of the Society, which sought to give not only relef, but adequate 
ief, to the deserving poor. Their poor were encourayed to be self-respecting, 
‘ud In no cases were the recipients anxious to be dependent on charity longer 
van they could help.

The Status of Woman in Biblical and 


Talmudical Times.

He refuted the charge s9 often levelled agains 
Jewish woman that she must be deprived of all importance in the State or 
the family circle : or that regarding her asa slave, she is a being incapable of no 
ideas and generous actions. The Talmud, which is so often and generally 
unfairly accused of intolerance towards women, furnishes an example of 
highest tolerance towards the gentler sex. It would be hardly possible to tind 
among the women who are at the present day demanding with voice or | 
that social, intellectual or political position which hitherto has been deni | 
them, a more sturdy champion of their sex than the woman Yaltha proved 
herself to be. She was the wife of a Rabbi and a Rabbi herself in all butt) 
name, She was so well versed in the written and traditional Law as‘to be a} 
to conduct a college for the study of the Talmud at her own house. > 
ispired to be a Rabbi, and passio ately did she combat the objectrons with wi 
her husband met her demands, She could see no justice. and thought hers 
very hard done by when the sages of the time put her aside with a 
Woman. as generally depicted by the Scriptures, is neither a sla 
nor a political force. It doas not require mach Biblical knowledge to disco 
that the place oc ‘upied by the woman is that of mistress, but her supremacy is 
confined to the domestic kingdom. 


Women had their rights in the homes they 
were to brighten and in the society they were to inflaence It is quite excep 
tional that they interfered in public affairs, their greatest work was displayed 
the thrift, the industry and the charity which distinguished woman's managem: 
of her home. Not one word of scorn is breathed as to her capacity either f 
social, or intellectual or religious greatness. The tone adopted by the inspired 
writers with reference to women is always one of respect. ‘“ Hea: 
my son the instruction of thy father. and forsake not the law 
thy mother,” is a dictum of Solomon. Tae mother unquestionably was to 
honoured and venerated equally with the father.. Not only men and childre 
but women also, were by the provisions of the Mosaic Code. to present themselves 
at the public reading of the Law which was to be hald neeiodiealls in the Hols 
City. That women, notwithstanding the many privileges they enjoyed, did labo 
under certain disabilities is undeniable. Bat these were remnants of ver} 
ancient institutions which could not be destroyed at a blow by legislatio 
the efflux of time and the corrective force of progress acting as the 
remedial agencies for the removal of these disabilities. It has often been 
asserted that polygamy was sanctioned by the Scriptures. This is hardly the 
truth. If it was not altogether forbidden by the Pentateuch, it was because the 
system had taken too de pa root in the social life of the period before Moses 
to be eradicated by prohibitory enactments. None the less, however, wa- 
it regarded as an institution tending to degrade men, but, still more deepls 
women. It was, therefore, merely tolerated, never sanctioned, and every 
possibl means was used to dis sourage But a fathe undoubtedly POSSCSs« 
great powers over his children. He could sell his daughter as a slave; this 
again, was a remnant of the ancient notion, which régarded the paternal 
authority as supreme and absolute. In Rome, at a much later period, tha 
authority assumed much more extensive proportions that those with which th 
scanty concessions of the Pentateuch invested it. Until the rise of the empir 
the father might put his children to death with impunity. The Roman 
law did not attempt to come between him and the exercise of ht 
prerogative to punish filial disobedience in the way he might think 
best. Upon the whole, the position of the Jewish woman contrasts 
favourably with that assigned to her among many nations of antiquity, an’ 
indeed, not a few communities still existing. The Grecian women were ke; 
secluded in their own apartments. ‘They seldom appeared at social assemblag: 
at which men were present, and when they went abroad, they were clos«! 
veiled. The same characteristics distinguish female lite in Mohammeda 
countries at the present day. Jewish maidens used to dance freely with thi 
young men at the happy season of the vintage in Palestine’s golden age. I! 
however, true that some of the Rabbins have at times said disparaging thing 
woman, but they are so few and far between, that they are lost in ‘the heap « 
encomiums uttered on her behalf. The famous Akiba attributed, in the hearing 
of the populace, all the fame and distinction he had won to the power! 
influence of his wife, who made him what he was. The learned Rabbi Meir 
learns from his wife the great duty of venting his anger on Sin rather than 
the Sinners, as well as the equ ily grand lesson of resignati on under life's sever 
trials. ‘The man " (says the Talmud) “who loves his wife as himself, anc 
honours her more than himself, and trains up his children in the mght faith 
him Seripture says, ‘ thou shalt know that thy tent is peace.” The high positio 
enjoyed by women in modern times is due to the more liberal views whi 
civilisation and knowledge bring tn their train. but every credit must be give: 
to the Sacred Volume and the Valmud for the many enlightened views to 
met with in their pages, which no doubt have been the precursors of a happi 
state of life in the conditions of the sexes at the present day. The pap 
concluded with a poem on “The Influence of Woman" by Moore, which th 
lecturer recited.

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Federation of Synagogues. 


Last Sunday afternoon a meeting of the Board of the Federation of Syna- 
yogues was held at the Jewish Working Men's Club, Great Alie Street.” Sir 
Samce. Monracce, Bart., M.P., presided. 


The CHAtkMAN announced that he had acquired a freehold building at 
Notting Hill, formerly used as school-rooms, which he proposed to convert into 
a synagogue, with class-rooms attached, to be a constituent of the Federa- 
tion. The cost of the building was £1,5("), and the necessary alterations, which 
would entail a further outlay of about £1,000, would, he hoped, be completed by 
April next, when the synagogue would be opened. He proposed that rent 
should be paid at the rate of £15 at the end of the first year of the syna- 
gogue’s existence, at the conclusion ofthe second. every succeeding 
year, which rent he proposed to give to the _ Federation. 
Samuel expressed his pleasure that the United Synagogue proposed to adopt the 
system of lending assistance to outlying synagogues by means of advances 
which would entail no further liability than contributing to the Chief 
Rabbi's Fund and the Burial Society. The only objection that he had 
to the proposal was that it was calculate to create a third class 
of synagogue. To have Constituent, Federated and Assoviated s)nagogues, all 
under the ecclesiastical jurisdiction of the Chief Rabbi, seemed to him likely to 
create class distinctions that were unnecessary. That objection would be met 
if there were uniform action by the | nited Synagogue and the Federation 
in the direction of providing synagogues for the working class. The difference 
between the Federation system of advances and that which the | nited Synagogue 
proposed to adopt, was that whilst a synagogue which had received an advance 
from the Federation remained a constituent of the Federation after the advance 
had been repaid, a synagogue which would be assisted under the U nited Svnayogue 
Scheme would at no time be a constituent of that body. 
Board of Guardians Collection. 


The Stcrerary (Mr. J. E. Blank) announced that he had received responses 
‘rom only three synagogues to the appeal which he had issued on behalf of the 
Board of Guardians. The representatives, however, of two other synavogues 
»romised contributions from their congregations, 

Finsbury Park Synagogue. 


The Finsbury Park Synagogue having applied for admission as a constituent 
of the Federation, it was unanimously resolved on the motion of the Cuatrwan 
seconded by Mr. S. S. Orrentibim, to comply with the reijuest on condition 
that the synagogue should join the Burial Society of the Federation. 


Mr. Henky Harris reported the opening of the Fieldgate Street Svyna- 
gogue by Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, He acknowledged the valuable assistance that 
had been rendered to the Hon. Officers of that synayogue in connection with the 
re-opening ceremony by Mr.J.E. Blank and Mr. J. M. Lissack. 

. The Jewish Provident Dispensary. 


[It will be remembered that, as the outcome of a discussion at a meeting 
of the Board of Federation some time ago, it was resolved to ask the Com 
mittee of the Jewish Provident Dispensary to arrange for dispensing free 
medical aid to the destitute poor. It was hoped hy that means to obviate the 
necessity which, it was urged, compelled many poor Jews to apply for relief to 
the missionary dispensaries. A letter was read from Mr. Mortimer Wool! 
President of the Jewish Provident Dispensary, in which he expressed regret 
that his Committee was unable to provide for free memberships, 


Mr. Mark Moses said that he did not think that such an important matter 
shonld be passed over in such an easy manner. He proposed that the whole 
subject which had previously engaged the attention of the Board should be 
referred to the Executive Committee for further consideration and report. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted.

Mr. Mark Moses read the first report of the East London Fire Insurance 
Committee.

t ederation and the Alliance Assurance Company for the insurance of the small 
Jcowish tradesmen who found considerable difficulty in obtaining the epee 
facilities unaided. The Committee reported that 7! policies had been effected. 
Seven were declined. Up tothe present not a single claim had been made on any 
of the policies effected through the medium of the Committee. The number of 
policies already effected demonstrated the need for such an organisation as had 
been brought into existence by means of the Federation, and the fact that not 
one claim had as yet been made would do something towards proving to 
l::surance Companies that the prejudice against Jewish insurers was unfounded. 
Mr. Moscs acknowledged the great courtesy with which the proposals of the 
Committee were met by the Alliance Assurance Company. He regretted that a 
Large r number had not availed themselves of the facilities that were offered for 
life imsurance,upon the advantages of which it was unnecessary for him to 
cnlarge. 

lt was resolved, on the motion of the CuaikMAN, that the report should 
ve printed and entered on the minutes. Sir Samuel Montagu said that he 
considered that the report was a justification for the existence of the Federation 
which must be obvious to everybody. 


Cannon Street Road Synagogue.
